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Comment 


The  attached  report  is  a translation  of  four  charts 
from  an  official  Polish  critique  of  the  "Summer-67  ( Lato- 
67")  command  post  exercise  prepared  by  the  Polish  Ministry 
of  National  Defense.  The  original  document  was  classified 
Secret.  The  text  of  the  document  and  the  associated  maps 

will  be  disseminated  later| J The  charts 

are  receiving  advance  dissemination  because  rney  may  be  oi 
immediate  interest  to  the  Intelligence  Community. 


Summary 

The  Polish  "Summer-67"  command  post  exercise  (cwiczenie 
szkieletowe  - literally,  "skeleton  exercise")  was  conducted 
during  May  and  June  1967  in  Poland  and  East  Germany  with  par- 
ticipation of  East  German  and  Soviet  troops.  The  "East  s 
forces  consisted  of  one  Soviet  army,  one  East  German  army 
and  three  Polish  armies. 
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The  charts  which  form  the  body  of  this  report  are 
entitled  "Composition  of  Opposing  Sides  and  Relation  of 
Forces".  They  contain  data  pertaining  to  the  tables  of 
organization  and  equipment  (TO&Es)  of  divisional  units 
of  the  Polish,  East  German  and  Soviet  ground  forces. 
Identification  of  divisions  as  Soviet,  East  German,  or 
Polish  is  based  on  an  analysis  of  the  text  of  the  docu- 
ment. /The  composition  of  the  Soviet  and  East  German 
armies  is  given  in  Charts  III  and  IV.  Although  there 
may  have  been  similar  charts  on  the  Polish  armies  in  the 
original  document,  they  were  not  received^/ 

Chart  I --  "Front  Zone  of  Operations"  --  contains 
aggregate  figures  on  "East"  and  "West"  troop  and  equipment 
strengths  in  the  northern  sector  of  Central  Europe  at  the 
initiation  of  hostilities,  at  the  end  of  the  second  day  of 
the  war  (following  the  employment  of  nuclear  weapons),  and 
on  the  third  day,  at  the  time  of  commitment  of  the  Front 
to  action. 

Chart  II  --  "On  the  Jutland  Axis"  --  presents  the 
strengths  of  opposing  forces  involved  in  operations  during 
the  first  three  days  of  hostilities  in  the  northern  extrem- 
ity of  the  battle  area. 

Chart  III  — "In  the  12th  Army  Zone  of  Operations"  -- 
reflects  the  relative  strengths  in  the  sector  held  prima- 
rily by  East  German  troops  at  an  indeterminate  point  in 
time,  possibly  the  third  day  of  the  exercise. 

Chart  IV  --  "In  the  21st  Tank  Army  Zone  of  Opera- 
tions" --  presents  relative  strengths  in  the  Soviet  sector 
at  the  time  of  commitment  of  the  Polish  Front  on  the  third 
day . 

Unit  designations  used  on  the  charts  are  apparently 
arbitrary  titles  assigned  for  purposes  of  the  exercise. 
Comparison  of  current  OB  with  the  exercise  troop  lists, 
however,  reveals  a high  correlation  of  Polish  exercise 
units  with  actual  units  and  to  a lesser  degree,  a correla- 
tion of  East  German  and  Soviet  units  with  actual  units. 
Through  the  use  of  the  charts,  the  apparent  TO&Es  of  the 
various  contingents  have  been  derived.  These,  together 
with  the  probable  nationalities  of  the  participating 
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divisions,  are  shown  in  the  following  tabulation

Chart  III  - 12th  Army 
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Chart  IV  - 21st  Army 
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The  data  in  this  tabulation  show  high  consistency  of 
personnel  and  tanks  among  East  German  divisions  and  among 
Soviet  tank  (armored)  divisions.  There  is  less  consistency 
regarding  the  number  of  artillery  pieces  "for  indirect 
fire".  This  lesser  consistency  may  derive  from  the  defini- 
tion of  artillery  used  in  the  charts  (which  is  not  given) 
or  from  the  possibility  that  the  data  on  'percentage  of 
unit  strength  to  full  strength”  in  the  charts_j?er tains  only: 
to  personnel  figures  and  not  to  equipment . \ 


Of  special  significance  in  the  attached  charts  is  the 
fact  that  division-size  units  of  different  nationalities 
are  intermingled  in  the  armies  participating  in  the  exer- 
cise. Possibly  significant,  but  unexplained  in  the  charts, 
is  the  association  of  only  two  tactical  missile  launchers 
(FROG)  with  each  Soviet  tank  (armored)  division.
